Than, although thagr vara already chained to each other, they were 
pushed ao that they could keep on no ring and whan these nan wars 
taken mmj a large part of the headquarters staff vac standing on 
both sides of than. All these things I observed fToa the tower of the 
heating plant, that naans fron the place where the water boiler was 
kept. These nan cere taken into the DA* area to the shooting range. 
The nr Ison ere who had fallen out on formation In the Poll Call Place 
had to sing, bat still although I could not coo the executions, one 
oould still hear the shots and in the tins thereafter these executions 
took place more and nora often.

He will contend that 
there is not a thing In tha record that would in any way sustain 
the proposition that this common design of extermination throng 
killings, torturas, and beatings did not In faot exist. The 
defense contends, however, that the proseoutlon hae not pre¬ 
sented s prims facie ease against those aooused either Jointly 
or severally, and that it is the obligation of tha prosecution 
to carry the burden of proof at this stage of the proceedings. 

He contend that the proseoutlon has fallod to show 
the partiolpatlon of esoh one of these aooused in s so-called 
common design, and that it is the affirmative obligation of the 
prosecution to show that a common design did in fAOt exist. 

The court oan take judicial notice of the verdlots 
in the Flossenburg concentration oarnp case, snore four of tlie 
forty-five aooused were aoquitted, proving tnat the mess guilt 
theory based on a common design was once and for all disprovad 
by a competent court. 

This court oan take Judicial notioa of the Muehldorf 
oaae, where a directed verdict of aoquifctal was granted to 
one of the aooused because a prima facie case had not, been 
made out by the proseoutlon. 
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It I* the solemn duty of this court to grant such, 
a motion in a oaee where it determine* that the prosecution 
ha* not fulfilled ite affirmative duty to prosent a prlma 
facie ease against eaoh and every one of the accused in the 
dock, and at this stage of the proceeding* it ia not the duty 
of the defense to ehow that * common design did not in faot 
exist.

sitting in that dock was not present at duohenwald during 
the entire period of time from September I960 until April 1946. 
In faot, many of the mon sitting in that dock were not there 
at < hiohenwald at the same time, and I would daresay that many 
of them Old not know each othor there st duohanwald; but the 
oattorn of mistreatment and misconduct by those in auttvority 
toward the prisoners Is the same from September 1909 Up to the 
date of the evacuation, ia that evidence of a common design? 

I osll the court's attention to another faot--the 
opnposition of Invalid transports. Testimony hss been pre¬ 
sented ..to this court that when a pan at fiuchenweld was 
reduced to the point where ho was no longer of any value to 
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the Third Reich the labor coauni tment of floe would ootalu the 
naoee of persons from oapos, from the blookeldeet, and from 
the detail leaders as to what prisoners fell into this category. 
Then these lists wore sent to the medical department, and from 
the medical department they would go to the political depart¬ 
ment, and from the political department to the oojttuandant e 
of floe, and from thero they would be sent out to the various 
oaups for tiielr demise. 

J'ay it please the court, no effort will be made to 
outline all tne different bits of evldenco whloh go to show 
the exletenoe of s ooinaon design at Aiohonwald. I think that 
tills oourt is sufficiently familiar with the many phases of 
operation of the oamp, which show distinctly the oxlstenoe of 
a oommon design, so that I have merely pointed out the forma¬ 
tion of Invalid transports as one example showing the oon- 
ourrenoe of the various departments in the camp for the planned 
extermination of these prisoners. 

1 call the court's attention to the fact that at thle 
stage of the proceedings any evidence, however slight, of the 
existence of a oommon design Is all that is necessary bo be 
presented to this court In order for it to overrule the motion 
of the defense at this time.

always on head. Agein, the oentrel loo* tor in Berlin would be 
oontaoted and I would say that so many skilled laborers, welders, or 
whatever it might hare been, are needed for detail or "T*. Then 
Berlin would send these skilled leborere from some other concentration 
eamp to this detail needed at thia factory.

In the case of euiolde by hangings, suffocation through hanging 
waa stated* The sane was true f'er shootings while attempting 
to escape* It said, ”^hot while attempting to escape.' 1 At 
ahootin.-s at an execution It would state, "-Shot at an exeoutlon 
or death throu h suffocation on aooount of hanging et an 
execution.* and, finally, the corwandlng officer by hie signa¬ 
ture would wake this dw&d body available for cremation. Thus 
trie commanding; officer had every safeguard anc could be sure 
that this body whom he was now Dakin, r available for cremation 
had died a natural death and no/ an unnatural or forcible 
one, since nothin.; of the sort ever happened.

A -Airing the first period of time tnare were oertuln 
very definite prerequisites for orlnonere to be sent to thle 
experimental station, and they would be selected bv the post 
physician or the orison compound commander, resoeetively. 
lAter on prlaonora were sent to this institute from another 
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concentration oamp, and they wore exclusively habitual criminals 
who could never hope to be reissued anyway. 

q *hat Influence did you yourself have ehieh person 

that would be? 

a 1 had no Lnfluenoe, particularly In view of the feet 
that I knew nothing whatever about oases of death In that 
Institute. I didn't pet any death reports from there. 

<4 Those oeaee of death war# not reported to you at all? 

A Mo. 1 have already stated that all daath reports 

were submitted to the commanding offiear In this manner In 
which 1 have described. In the form of an application for, ore- 
met ion, end I went to emphasise that the agreements that 
existed between the oaap pnyaioiana and the medical headquarters 
or the Raich phyalolan ware arrived at without the knowledge 
of the camp oommandant and existed without that knowledget that 
la to aay, the conferences in iterlin that took place, on the 
one hand, between the commanding officers and, on the other

A There are two poasibilitlsa hare. Tha first one, 
shooting whlls attempting to escape while breaking through tha 
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oheln of guards, or shooting while attempting to esoape on a 
transport. 

3 Mil you plaaaa explain the first ease—whan a 
prisoner broke through the chain of guards? 

A Avery guard had been oriented to tne effeot that he 
would subject himself to punishment If he would favor the 
escape of a prisoner by not preventing that prisoner fro* • 
escaping if that prisoner had broken throu,J> the ohain of 
guards• 

Q Can you please tell the court what the material 
joints of the guard regulations applying to those guards were? 

> The guard regulations, as 1 have already mentioned, 
were In subatunoe these: That It was the guard's duty to 
prevent a prisoner's saeape by making use of his weaoon, but 
only after this prisoner had alrasdy passed hi*, he was to 
challenge hi* with a halt thres tlrsea, and then to prevent 
hi* froc. escaping by firing, orders did not call for shooting 
and killing, because if he hit his lower part of his legs 
or any other part of the body the sen would have been pre¬ 
vented from escaping anyway. 

Q ^ara those »usrd regulations ohan-ed at any time? 

A he guard regulations were not clianred on that point. 
It is true, however, that a witness who has never In hla life 

/ 

beon a soldier, but rather a cleric, said that the regulations 
were changed to read that the prisoner esoaplng was to be shot 
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at already while facing the guard and approaching the chain 
of guards. >*hat ha did not think of who the fact that any 
uard W ho had ever shot a prisoner while facing him would have 
promptly been oh&r^cd with murder before the JJ3 and polica 
court. And what he firet of all did not think of waa that if 
you shoot from a chain of guard*, at a prlaonar ineida that 
ohaln of guard* while facing him, you certainly make the whole 
area uns afe. because if you tciae while shooting in that direc¬ 
tion. with all the persons standing around inside the ohaln of 
guards, you would have to hit at leaot one men who was 
innoosntf whereas, on tne other aid# of the ohaln of guards the 
area to shoot at was empty. 

Q who waa It that Issued the guard regulations? 

A Juard regulations existed ever elnoe the time the 

concentration camps were established, and tney ware not changed. 

4 A ho would have had an ooportunity to ohange niard 
regulations? 

A 1 would have, but there was no oooaslon for my chang¬ 
ing them. 

Q Mould a commanding officeir of the guard battalion have 
had an opportunity to change the guard regulations on his own 
Initiative'/ 

A Ho. 

Q olll you please explain to the court what happened 
after a prisoner had broken through the ohaln of guards and 
somebody had started firing on him? 

(Pieter - Direct) 
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k fhere was on* noncorolosloned offioer assigned to 
every ten or twelve guards a* a ao-oalled '"uerd chief. So aa 
boon as ne heard a rifle belnu fired In hia area he would move 
to tiie spot promptly. We would determine wnat ,-niard it had 
been that had used r.is weapon and what the ocoaslon had been, 
the guard oblef would promritly notify tho battalion headquarters 
and the adjutant of the faot that ft prisoner had boon ahot 
and the number of tne .ruurd. Tho adjutant would got a photo¬ 
grapher from trie ldentlfict-t'on section. He would aloo call 
the dootor on duty end u reporter and w uld o down to the 
plaoe where the acoldent had occurred. There a sketch of 
tne poeltlon of tne poraon that had been shot would be made, 
the position of tho person who had been shot would bo photo¬ 
graphed , the doctor would determine the entrance and tha exit 
of the bullet, the i.uarci would be rolioved at c-noe, and 
ordored to report to the adjutant, who was tne legal officer 
• at tha aerne time, ana the fnets in the ease would be recorded, 

ihe guard oonoerned would t) on h^ve to ni ve a description of 
the way in which the prlsonor had eoprouohed him, and the guard 
next to. him would nave to bo a witness to the fact that he 
had ->roperly called halt the required number of times. This 
statement of facts, together with a sketch and the photograph, 
then heel to be aer.t to the :J and police court In Kassel, 
that was usually done by oourler. And until the time that the 
dead uody was y .ade free, the unrd was under suspicion of 
murder, anu at tns tins that tho deed body wae made available 
for cremation, which was done hi almost every case, or In 

faot during my tine In of floe 1 m every case, sinoo all shootings 
leister - 51root) 
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while attempting to escape wore bona fide during that time, 
tho tiuurd wuo released and tho charges dropped. 

Q Did the and police oourt make a purely ouraory 
investigation of auoh reports or do you have any reaaon to 
believe tnat there was a serloua tnveotigatlon made? 

A lhat was a very correct sort of an Investigation* 
i shall cite two oases to iiluntriito that. As 1 have already 
told the c>urt, my predecessor was aenteneed to death twloe 
because he had allegedly had two prisoners shot while attempt¬ 
ing to escape. The persona Involved here were male nurses, 

one of whom had treated the commandant personally. d« had 

% 

these two men sent on a transport, that Is, he sent them to 
a little airfield where a little detail was working, and he 
gave the transport chief, a waster sor^eant, the order to 
f'nlsh these two ner. up on u transport, wnloh la exaotly *>hafc 
he did* This so-oalled case of a simulated euoape caused the 
now oo-aoouaed, Prlnoe of Valdeck, to come down personally, 
and he had an investigation made, or rather he investigated 
himself and detemlnod that this attempt actually had been 
simulated. 

<5 Vo you know any more oases which make you oonolude 
that the 55 and polios court did seriously Investigate these 
ooses? 

A Ys* # but I should like to mention, too, that this 
master sergeant who had committed this murder, however, on the 
order of Kooh, was aotually put Into prison pending his investi¬ 
gation arid that he committed suicide by hanging there. Two 
prisoners had escaped at a construction brigade In Cologne, 

which was cmarded not by tho 85 but by the polios. One technical 
(Plater - Direct) 
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sergeant who mis the eotlng detail chief arrested these two non 
and attempted to teke th«m baok to their quarters. After ha 
had called "halt" to these two non who warn th»n again esoaptng, 
he shot and killed them with hla ptetol. This report wat also 
aent to the r>* and poliea oourt in ftaaael, and the preaiding 
judge, a man named Paulaann, took charge of the investigation 
and ealled the nonoowmiaeioned offloer down to ‘hiohenwald for 
an interrogation. He had another interrogation of thia non- 
eomlseloned offiaar whila ha happened to be at Brfyrt. 
finally, tha court was ordared in aaaaion in Cologne itaelf, 
and the two chief witneaaea, who had in tha meantime haan 
tranafarrad to the eaat, had to ba oallad baok for that trial* 

It waa only after thle complete Invertlgation that the entire 
oourt decided that the technical sergeant waa not guilty and 
tha ehargea wara dropped*

hear anything about prisoners allegedly being ohased through 
tha chain of guards? 

A I already explained thia yaatarday in ray examination 
where I told you about tha formation of another ohaln of guorda* 

Q Do you know a capo named Hertog? 

A T didn't meat him personally. Thia man waa a oapo

In tha atone quarry. Ha was later on transferred to Cologne 
in tha aame detail that I have Juat now been talking about, and 
ha waa hanged there.

HERMANN PI3TKN, an aooused, resumed the stand and being 
reminded that he was still under oath testified further through 
an interpreter as follows *

Q Mr. Plster, yesterday you testified in regard to tho 
evacuation that there was an order that the camp should be re¬ 
duced to the minimum oorpiement. Furthermore, you testified that 
you had contacted the railroad administration, I think, at 
Erfurt, in order to gat information there. Please tell the 
court the kind of information you received there. 

A I was wsll acquaints*! personally with the president 
of the railroad administration there, and I reosived the infor¬ 
mation from him that he would do all in hie power to get the 
empty railroad oars to Buohenwald. 

(Plster - Direct) 
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<4 Vthloh transports had you scheduled to leave by train? 

A *a many as possible, but slnoa no definite tins 

could be given to ma whan these empty trains would oome to 
'Aelmar and would ba at my disposal, I had the first transport 
leave on foot In three groups on the morning of the 7th of 
Aprl1• 

Q How many prisoners ware there? 

A I oan't give you the exact number. I think there 
wore 1000 or 2000prisoners there, but I am referring you to 
my written statement which 7 made in Praising In Jbne-July 
1945, In which 1 gave the exact figures. 

Q Do you still remember who was the transport leader 
of this transport? 

A At pressnt I don’t remember. 

Q How were these transports supplied with food rations? 

A I have to mention first a distinction has to be made* 

Of ail the transports whloh went out only one transport left 
on foot. This transnort received Its food rations on a 
horse-drawn oart. I have to stress the point that the men who 
went on this transport had been picked after medical examina¬ 
tion, and these were the men who originally were scheduled to go 
to Ihereslenstadt. That means that they had been examined 
whether they were fit to maroh. 

Q V.hst Instructions did you Issue in regard to the 
treatment of prisoners on the march? 
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A uaoh of the transport leaders received the instruc¬ 
tions from me personally that he has to treat the prisoners 
as prisoners of war* Ihat means aiok prisoners have to be 
handed over on the march to the Party organization or to the 
police organisation at that plaoe* Otherwise* 1 am referring 
to the maroh order which hAs been presented to tills high oourt 
which 1 had £iven at that time to the then irst Lieutenant 
of the 3S Uerbaoh. In this march order it is especially men¬ 
tioned that rations had to be given along for two days* whereas 
the traveling time from fceimar- hichenwald to Flossenburg had 
been given to me with only 18 houra* the traveling time to 
Dachau had baen given to me with 26 hours* and these transports 
received food rations for three days. 

Q Please tell the oourt now how many transports in 
total left the eamp* 

A During the period of time from the 7th of April to 
the 11th of April there might have been eight to ten transports. 
In this reapeot* also* I axo referring to my statement of 1945. 

Q »‘hat kind of prisoners remained in camp? 

A In addition to the camp Kuard* whloh consisted of 
prisoners* the men who had to stay in bed* the men who were 
invalids* and the men who were unfit to muroh were left behind* 
and I understood the men who were unfit to maroh the ouea who 
sven unable to maroh from Buchenwald to Palmar. If I 
add up the number of people who were staying in bed* who were 
unfit to maroh or who were invalids, I should oome to a figure 

(Plater - Direct) 
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of ten to twelve thousand. If I count the camp guard with 
approximately 600 men* there are still left approximately 
9000 men who without any difficulties could have been taken 
along on the march* but that was impossible* slnoe Dachau had 
given me* the number of nrlsonera they could receive as 15*000 
and Plossenburg with thirteen to fourteen thousand. 

Q Mr. Plster* it has been testified that on one of the 
marches already on the camp road dead oorpses were supposed to 
be seen. 

A That's impossible. I have to mention first that 
during the evacuation I myself supervised the.marching out of 
eaoh single column and supervised personally the marching out 
of eaoh single man. The transports were organised in ftuohenirald 
in such a manner that the men could enter the train lmmediataly 
when they oame to tielmar* and behind eaoh transport I eent men 
on a motor bloyole who reported to me that the transport with 
full number of its complement had arrived in Weimar. Further¬ 
more* there was so much time left that nothing had to bs 
hastensd* but at that time from all sides* from all out-camps, 
prisoners returned to Buohsnwsld. Partly I got telephone 
oalls from villages in the neighborhood 30 to 40 kilometers 
sway from buohsnwald* and I was told that thers ware 30, 40* 
or 20 prlsonsrs without any guards left and these men should 
be brought back. That means not brought back but brought to 
tJuchenwald. That was done. Whether these men oame from the 

(Plater - Direct) 
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individual transports or from the large transport from Ohrdruf, 
which at that tirae came back to camp In march columns, oould 
not ba datcrmlnad, since the prisoners who were in faot found 
dead on the camp streets had no Identification numbers or any 
papers. 

Q Old you have any obance to check personally the trans¬ 
ports which came from iuchenwald before they left the railroad 
station? 

A Ho, X know 1 mentioned before that I supervised 
personally the marching out of each column, and 1 have mentioned 
before that 1 sent a motor bicycle after eaoh transport, 

Q I am not referring to the trip from duchenwald to 
the railroad station in Memar, but who was afterwards responsi¬ 
ble for the transport? 

A As I have testified before, on eaoh march order the 

* 

transoort laader was mads personally responsible for the de¬ 
livery of esoh transport to Its destination, 

4 Did you hear later on what happened to these transports? 

A ^atsr on I heard that most of these transports were 

taken over by the enemy, and about the transport Merbaoh I heard 
only while X was in prison. 

4 Uid you hear anythin;*; about the faot that shortly be¬ 
fore the evacuation of the camp a special list with 46 names 
had been issued? 

A Yes. 

Q What's about this list? 

(Pister - Direct) 
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A Before the order oame that all Jews had to toe 
evacuated to Thereslenatadt, all camps received lnetruotlone 
from Berlin that all prisoners who could disturb an evacuation 
were to toe liquidated. I myself had nobody in my comp and I 
didn’t make any use of it. 

Q What happened to the 46? 

A These 46 prisoners aro from another action. The chief 
of my political department a few months ago had put one 
prisoner-! at the disposal of the secret state police office at 
Weimar, idiom the Gestapo Weimar used as an agent. This agent 
gave the names of these 46 men to the Hestapo Weimar as 
dangerous men. The ftestapo offloe at Weimar handed this list 
over to me and requested me to liquidate these men. They had 
no right to do that. 

Q Mr. Plater, let me interrupt you. Lid you follow 
this request to liquidate these men? 


*as anybody liquidated? 


Q Please continue. 

A But I had the Intention to evaouate these men with 
the first transport whloh left for Plossenburg, but that 
wasn't done either. They all stayed In camp without any harm 
done to anyone, 

Q illd you hear anything about the fact that these men 


(Plster - Direct) 
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kept hiding and that tna only reason that no harm was dona than 
was that they kapt hiding so wall that thay could not ba found? 

A 1 heard that they kept hiding, and as a matter of 
fora I had a search on for them, but only as a matter of form, 
beoause 1 didn’t make this search through 3S oven but only 

through some prisoners. 

<4 ho you want to say by that that you were not interested 
in finding them? 

A No. 


<4 *> as It possible to find them? 

A 1 oould have used the same foroeful steps whloh my 
predecessor had used, by having all other prisoners standing 
on the place until these prisoners w uld have come out. 

Q how finally waa the camp evacuated by the riS and how 
waa it handed over? 

A After 1 had received the order to have the camp handed 
over through the camp eldest, I had the towers manned until 

t 

1400 in the afternoon, 
k On whloh day? 

A That was on tha last day, on the 11th of April, 1046. 

<4 *’ho was the camp eldest? 

A At the moment 1 don’t know the name, but In the fore¬ 
noon I had the camp eldest and another prisoner—polltical 
prisoner who wae an Inmate of the oac.p for many years--come to * 
my of flea, and I told them that X was unablo to keep my promise 
that 1 would hand over the ot<mp personally because I had to leave. 

(Pister - birect) 
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I told these two men they should continue to look for order 
end peace In camp. Sufficient food was available, since 
according to the Information of the food warehouse food was 
available for 52,000 prisoners for 72 days. During the fore¬ 
noon this second prisoner had brought me a letter, 

0 Do you know the name of this seoond prisoner? 

A Kichhorn, 

0 . What kind of letter did he bring you? 

A It was a letter with approximately the following 

» 

contents, before I give the contents of this letter I*d like, 
to explain first why this letter came to me, 

PRESIDENT* Are the contents of that letter important 
in the defense of this man? 

DH. WACKER» Yes, sir. 

PRESIDENT* Proceed. 

THE WITNESS* The contents of the letter was approxi¬ 
mately as follows * After we have heard the speeoh made to the 
German prisoners we thank you for the manner in whloh you took 
oare of the prisoners during your tenure as commander. We 
promise you that together with our fellow oountrymen we will 
look after peace and order, arid ww will try to intervene with 
our government in your behalf after the end of the war. fte 
know the difficulties you were confronted with as commander 
of Camp Buohenwald. ' . 

This letter was signed by two Belgian ministers 
and one PTenoh minister of state, who, of course, were inmates 
of the camp. 

(Pieter - Direct) 
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4 Whore is this letter now? 

A On the 15th of April, 1945, I was ordered to Himmler 
to rterlln, shere I Informed him of the existence of this 
letter* He asked me for the letter and 1 gave it to him. But 
before that. In the presence of Slohhorn, 1 had read the letter 
whloh same to me in an open envelope to* the leaders and offioers 
who were present in my office* 

Q Ur* Pieter, did you hear about Kogon’s testimony 
that this letter had been riven to you for very definite 
purposes ? 


A Yes, but the Kogon is mistaken about the time* But 
he said it was (luring the time of Thom* in order to gain time, 
whereas the letter really was given to me at the tins when the 
evacuation was in full swing, or, as a matter of fact, was 
already completed* Furthermore, 1 received a second letter 
on tit* second or third day of the evacuation, which had bean 
mailed in Weimar, which said as followst in spite of the 
fact that conditions during your time improved considerably 
in comparison to Koch's time, we ask you not to order any 
marohes on foot during the evacuation, since the conditions we 
could observe during the evaouation of ifcrdruf are not nice* 
Ihls postal card, too, Himmler requested from me and received 
it from me. 


)Pieter - Direct) 
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Q Ur, Plater, whan did you and tha other mothers of the 88 
lease Buohanwald? 

A On the 11th of April 19U5 at approximately 3i20 P.M. 

Q Ur, Plater, please let me Interrupt you onoe more. I have 

to refer again to the tine of the evacuation* Do you reoeoiber the 
testimony of Dr, Kogon that you had the guard personnel fell out 
although you had practised not to do itt 

A Doctor, you ere aistaken. Dr, logon haa not testified that 
I promised not to have the guard personnel fall out. 

Q Please testify how it happened, 

A On the day in question I had ordered a transport for twelve 
o'olook noon. I myself eae waiting for the transport booauso, ms I 
always did, I wanted to have eaoh prisoner pass mo personally. I 
saw nobody at teal vs o'olook and now 1 want to the camp personally, 
whan 1 went into the individual blooks I saw tha awn who were fit to 
■aroh, that means each prisoner equipped with a woolen blanket and 
his narohing baggage, When the oaap eldest saw that I was near the 
barraeks ha earn over to aa, and I asked him why the prisoners were 
not falling out. Nls answer was that up to that tlms the prisoners 

hadn't emtan anything yet. I sew now that tha prisoners from the ' 

* 

barraeks in front did not move forward but moved baokward to the 
> barraeks towards the small samp, and I now had all blook sidests, 
foreman and eapos assembled, and 1 told than that they had to see to 
it first that tha men would be fed and then they had to see to it 
that tha transport would fall in at ll*DQ, that means two hours later. 
The prisoners then received their food rations. But sinoe I saw a 
restleas attitude among these prisoners, I wanted to oonrinoe them of 
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my Military po wn . For this rssson I ordered that available guard 
personnel which was already ready for the evaluation should asroh into 
the esmp. Approximately 100 to ISO aen marched in, and shortly after 
the guards had fallen into formation, the narohing eoluatis of the 
prisoners oaas to the roll sail place froa all sides, and at this 
moment the guards left the eamp again. 

Q Was any prisoner beaten or killed! 

A that wasn't necessary* but 1 had given* orders that at the 
snail eenp, that noons between the small oanp and the large oanp, 
block eldests should take up positions and prevent the prisoners from 
going backward instead of going forward to the roll oall place. 

1 myself was already at the gate again at that tine, and if somebody 
elsIns today that one or the other was slapped in the face or something 
else, it is possible* I oan't testify about it because 1 haven't seen 
it. Anyway, when I left the oanp there was absolute peeoe and order, 
and approximately fifteen pinutes later the first American tanks were 
already in front of the oanp. 

Q Ur. Pieter, do you remenbar the movie that waa sheen hare 
on the first day of the trial! 

A Yes. 

Q In which condition did you leave the Oanp Buehenwald! 

I mean, ie it true, is it eorreot what waa shown in this aorleT 

A In whioh respect! 

Q Did you sas in the movie that eorpees ware lying around 
and things Ilka that! 

A I saw it in the movie. 

Q What do yon have to testify about that! 
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A Through my testimony on* must know by bow that paopla died 
dally. Cremation of tha oorpaaa was not poasibla any more on aeaount 
of tha searolty of ooal and oil for several waoko. In roply to my 
rwport to Bari in I was told that now tha Rslshsfuehrer 38 had given 
tha permission that tha eorpsas could ha burlad. That was dona in 

I 

tha neighborhood of Buohenweld, in an araa whiah had haan put at 
our disposal by tha forast administration. Tha last burials took 
plaoo in tha a waning of tha 10th of April 1945. on tha day bafora my 
dapartura from Buehanwald. 

Q Row many oorpsas did you leave lying around tharat 

A You ean't talk about "lying around." If paopla died during 

tha night from tha 10th to tha 11th or during tha day of tha 11th, 
or during tha time bafora tha movie was taken—and I hoard tha 
pioturss wars taken approximately tan to two Its days later—so, of 
oourss, a number of oorpsas aeousulatad again. One prisoner who 
was hare in Daohau told me tha following! that tha bodies of prisoners 
who died at tha hospital after tha evacuation had bean brought to 
the yard of tha orematory from'the prisoners' hospital. Ha himself 
participated in the transport. Thera tha dead prisoners ware photo¬ 
graphed and ploturea taken. 

Q tor. Pistar, did you sea tha vehicle that loaded those bodies 
in tha aowlat 

A Yes. 

Q Was a oar with suoh a body standing in tha orematory at 
tha time whan you and tha other 88 man left tha oaapf 

A I didn't sea it and nobody also did, aither| but it is 
possible that paopla died during tha night from tha 10th ta tha 11th 
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ud on the day of tha 11th and that thay had baon loaded on a vehlele 
and had boon brought to tha orematory, baoauaa tha sane bodlaa aura 
latar on photographed near tha dalouting station, and there tha 
deloualng station of Buchenwsld was oallad tha gassing station of 
Buohsnwald• 

Q Mr* Pistar, are you referring here to tha a torlea whioh 
thla prisoner told youT 
A • 

Q lir. Pit ter, pleaae explain this store In detail* Are thaaa 
oorpaei supposed ta be tha aaas corpses whioh had already bean photo¬ 
graphed at tha arenateryt 
A h*. 

Q Bid thla prlaoaar also partlalpata in tha transport of tha 
oorpeea frsa tha arenatory to tha deloualng atationt 

A I don't know that, but ho told no that ha hadn't seen any . 
oorpaes any nara at tha oraaatory but only at tha deloualng station, 
and to thaaa oorpaes must be ldentieal* 

2 When you left the oaap, did you lee re any oorpaes lying 
near tha daloualng atationt 

A Woi there was no reason to do that* 

Q Mr. Fitter, do you hero anything also to say about tha 
ovaowatlon of tha oanpt 

A 1 would Ilka to testify only about ay own foolInga. first 
of all I fcsd boon ooatent that no ovaouatlon was supposed to toko 
pisee| but wo ourselves oouldn't know whan tha war would and or, 
respectively, whether Buehenweld would be at all oeoppiod by tha 
troops of the ansay whioh for several days were held near Rlseaash* 

I was always of tha opinion that the troops of tha sneay would tun 
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to th* loft and go In o northorly direction. If I, •• * Commander, 
know that my camp hod a maxisum complement of 25*000 won* and whan* 
on tho other hand* 1 was foreod to erowd In to many more people to 
that Tory unsanitary conditions waro oraatad, and*on tho other hand* 

I know that through an evacuation to Floeaonburg and other eomps 
I oould got rid of tho surplus of oanp inmates in oightoon hours or 
a little wore* 1 was satisfied that in this way conditions in oa*p 
oould bo improved. And tho war wants are rosponsiblo for tho foot 
that som of tho transports wore on tha road nuoh longer and that 
especially the transport of Merbaoh waa divided into throe transports 
later on* beoauso at that tine tho oneny air aotivity was not going 
on in the east of our oanp as yet. Furthermore* I did not hoar 
through any reports that the transports had any losses through eneay 
air activity, only that on aooeunt of the destruction of railroad 
Installations and bridges the tra nsporte oould not get through any 
more. It has been proved that tha transport which wont on foot to 
Floosenburg arrived thare end alao transports by train to Floaoonbnrg* 
whioh* instead of oightoon hours, took thirty to thirty-six hours 
whereas tho transport of Merbaoh* the last third of tho transport* 
was on tho road from tho 7th of April until tho 26th of April In 
order to got from Weimar to Daohau, certainly not through any fault 
of his. 

Q Mr. Plater, is there anything alas to be said about tho 
evaouationf 

A Wo. 

Q Mr. Pieter, I have only e few more questions to ask. 

Mr. Pister, do you remember the oharge whioh waa made against you that 
you started that blows with a atiak wore given on the naked bohiadt 
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A . Since I hadn*t started the.punishment of baatine prisoners, 

I oertainly did not hate the right to atart thia more severe type of 
punlahawnt. Furthermore, that crust have been during the period of 
time, in ay opinion, in 191(3* elnoe later on the punishment of beating 
prlaonara was completely done eway with, with the inatruotion that all 
raoorda of eorporal punishnent whloh were In the files had to be 
atrtoken from the files. Furthermore, the difference between the 
usual eorporal punishnent and the nore severe eorporal pvmlshwent 
vaa of so little Importance, that aeena, aa far as the body la con¬ 
cerned, since the prisoner was anyway wearing a vary thin pair of 
panta and a thin pair of underwear, ao that the results aohlesed on 
the naked behind veren’t any more severe.

Q Mr* Pister, we stopped st the point w^n we were dis¬ 
cussing the beating on the naked buttocks* Who wee It that decided 
that the heating was to be done on the ban© buttocks or on buttocks 
with clothes on? 

A There were two ways in which this could be done—elther 
in the normal way, in which the osnp cocnendant would request e 
oertaln punishment to be administered, as he would any other punish¬ 
ment, and the other woy wlnm a prisoner was being sent to camp 
s motimes a form osme along by order of higher headquarters and 
sometimes by order of the Heichsfuehrer himself stating thet thie 
prisoner was to le given a oertaln number of blows in the severe 
manner as soon as he arrived in carp* 
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4 Mr. Pistor, when Berlin issued instructions that a oerteln 
prisoner wss to be Riven 25 lsshes with a stick, was it then up 
to you to deelde whether he would pet those blows on the bare 
buttocks or not? 

A No, because in my request for a normal corporal punish¬ 
ment, I hod the physician certify to the fact that this prisoner 
was in sufficiently pood health to strnd normal corporal punishment 
and not severe corporal punishmentj and, by the way, I personally 
never requested severe corporal punishment for any of my inmates* 

4 Mr* lister, were there any other regulations tp pileable 
to persons from Western countries, such as Britain, Americana, 

French, etc*, which were not applicable to persona from the East, 
euoh ss Russians, Poles end so on? 

A Thero was a strict prohibition against administering 
corporal punishment to Western nationals; however, it was for 
Germans* I would like to state one case here* The Commanding 
Officer of Herr.ogen housch made an application that a punishment 
of five blows with a stick be administered to a Norwegian in the 
same manner as applied to any other national. The acting Inspector 
General, then Lt» Colonel Loess, approved the administration of 
these five lashes and they were given out* After the Higher 5S 
and Police Leader of Norway had found out abou t this through seme 
sources, lie reported this to the Reichsfuehrer Himmler, persons! ly* 

The following regulations were then announced through a circular* 
After the incident was described it was said thrt the Higher S3 
and Police Leader had to apologise to the prisoner concerned, 
who happened to be a I>utch Jew; and the Commanding Officer, as well 
as the eoting Inspector General, received 21 days' arrest in quarters* 
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q hr* Plater, where Is H«rsogen Douaoh loot ted i 
A Herxogen Bousch was a collecting camp In Holland during 
the occupation* 

Q Zt didn't belong to Buohenwald, did it? 

A Ho, in my plaoe in Buohenwald, no detail leader lied any 
authority to carry out or request corporal punishment) and there 
was also a lav against carrying out corpoval punishment on men 80 
years old or older* 

Hr* Plater, will you please now briefly describe to 
us the treatment of so-called prominent prisoners? 

A In Buohenwald I received some prisoners who had not been 
there before, among them the former Prime Minister L*on Blum, 

Mendel, Daladler, Oamelin and the French hinlster far Labor Jouhaux, 
or something* I hid one house of an SS wife whose husband was 
gone vacated for these prisoners, and I quartered them there* A 
conscientious objeetor who took over the duties of taking oere of 
thee# prisoners vaa sent down tliere as a servant* After a short 
time, a few months, all of them except L*on Blum was sent way, 
and he was married in Buohenwald for the second time) so from 
that time on, he and his wife were the only occupants of this 
house, "Falcon's Yard", number 20 on this chart* 

Q Are you talking about Prosecution's Exhibit Humber 8T 
A The others as far as 1 know ware tlien sent to Eassel 
It ter* I personally took care of these gentlemen, and they wei-e 
furnished with all tlie comforts available* There vaa another 
inmate oa. r ip established by ns at Oodesberg in the Hotel Oresen* 
About 150 prominent Frenchmen were quartered in that hotel* That 
le to say, the hotel still kept all its personnel, including the 
kitchen personnel, and they were to take core of the so~oalled 
prominent prisoners) and, while these men received rations type 
(Pister-Direct ) 1932

A There wasn't a single French prisoner of war sent to 
Buchemrula frou Gompiegne* These persons concerned hero ere 
persons urrsoted in tlxis vicinity, maj—ly as members of the resie- 
tones movement which was transferi'ed from 1 ranoe about the time of 
the invasion to Germany, to Buchenwald* Those were i a inly so* 
oe lied mixed transport a—that is to say , men and women* The women, 
as was always the case in all other transports, were sent on to 
special women's oamps, but tlxe men had to stay there; out, un¬ 
fortunately, 1 was not able to treat them according to their stand¬ 
ing In life, as 1 aid usually, as our facilities were not sufficient* 
In the course of these transports, a transport of American and 
Canadian flyers was aent in without tlxe camp canuunuant or political 
department's knowing anything about their military status* The 
oo-accueed Katzen-hllenbogen roported to the post physician that 
these men were here, and he in turn notified me by telephone in 
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hia preaenoe tliat a transfer of these flyers had boon assipped 
from Complegne to Duchenwald. At the same time I cantaoted the 
Department Oroup Chief MUeller In Berlin and Informed him of this 
erroneous transport. Two. days later, an Investigation commission 
was down already from Frankfurt—that is, from Oberursel, consisting 
of State Polloemen, and the flyers were sent away to Oberursel a 
short time thereafter.

of faot, there were names on every packagef and If any other 
packages came in in addition, they ware also issued to these 
trustees* Thsre were also oolleotlve paokagss sent for instance 
from Denmark or Norway to Ruohenwald by Red Cross vehlolea* In 
every case, wherever possible, I personally met this commission 
and had a post physician examine these parsons for thslr stats 
of health to find out what the health condition of these men was* 
At that occasion I told thsso gentlemen that it was prohibited to 
send drugs in peokages, but I would lsave it up to their own 
discretion if they wanted to send drugs together in bulk to the 
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camp administration* The hospital administration would than talcs 
charge of thosa and nobody also would have a chanca to gat any,

A As far as I can remember, I have testified that one 
oould not speak of extermination transports at all, and I 
especially referred to the so-called extermination transport of j 
August 1942, with which I was charged by the prosecution, where 
I testified that one oould not talk of an extermination trans¬ 
port either In this case, because six of the men who were 
supooeed to be exterminated there were able to come here as 
witnesses. 

Q Aers persons who were unfit for work classified as 
invalids? 

A I don't know. n .hat was a Job of the physlolsna or 
the labor servioe leader. iVhereus the labor aervloe leader was 
in charge only of the men who were fit for work, the elck 
people, the invalids, the men with chronlo disease, were in tha 
prisoners' hospital. 

Q As a matter of principle were invalids sent to Daohau 
from BuohenwRld? 

A That varied. Wherever a camp had room available, when 
(Plater - Cross) 
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Ituohenwald was overorowded and other oamps bad reoorted that 
they oould accept additional prisoners, then the order was 
Kiven that these prisoners who were unable to work should be 
eent to' Dachau, to dergen-Belsen, to Sachaenhausen, and to 
other oamps In the east as Ion*; aa these camps were still 
available, and this worked also the other way around. In 1945 
I received from ^achsonhausen 600-odd prisoners who were unable 
to maroh, because one had expeoted that Sachsenhausen would be 
evacuated to ^uchenwald on foot. That's the best proof that 
prisoners were not transferred from one canp to another for 
the exclusive purpose of exterminating them. 

Q And you sent out of your camp to the other camps 
those prisoners who were too weak to workj Is that oorreot? 

A Not too weak to work but too weak to take oare of the 
kind of work we had to be done in 3uchenwald.

A T heard that in Ausohwifcs the Juveniles were told 

everybody over 14 years of age *ls allowed to go to his fathor, 

and then also others who were younger went over to the side 
of their fathers.

A Rolf took a special care of these Juveniles. He sew

to It that/the evening after everybody had gotten his meal that 
they received an additional liter of soup. He personally

more* I can give you another example. A juvenile tried to 
esoape and he was caught and a few daya later brought back to 
oaxap again. He was sentenced to corporal punishment* and *olf 
succeeded in having these blows with a stick decreased »0 muoh 
through the roll call loader that it was not too hard for the 
young boy to take them.

Q Do you know anything about the fact that available food ( 
was not given to the ~risoners although It was available In the 
prisoners* hospital? ' 

A In the room in which the physicians were during the day 
were big shelves full of redid nos, bandage materials and there was 
also available In the cartons special flour and dextrose for sick 
peonle and I never could see that any of the prisoners over got any 
of these drugs and food stuffs, but r know that Doctor Cemy always 
had a little stove next to his bed and was always cooking sowothlng. 

Q How did Doctor Cemy take care of prisoners dtring the 
air alarms? 

A There I can tell you about a special incident. It was 
around noontlno in October, it was a very nice day, and we bad an 
air attack. 

Q *here was this air attack? 

A This air attack was directed against the Pranbag. lie were 
In the gravel pit, approximately 150 peters away from the factory. 

The first two waves of airrlanes dropped their bombs enrly and tha 
bombs fell in the gravel pit. We had many men who were killed, 
woundod and many of them were buried ur-ier the sand. Virat the 
wounded men wero taken cut and then we searohed for the men wh~ had 
been covered by sand, in order to find o»t whether any of them were 
still alive. These prisoners had to lie in the sun until eight o’clook

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in the evening without being taken away and without being bandaged.

A I went immediately to the prisoner* 1 hospital in order to 
report to the physicians that the wounded priaonara there were in the 

hospital. I found out that no preparation* what*-ever had been made to 

% 

adhalt the wounded prisoners. I went, therefore, to the room in which 
the Chief Physician, Doctor Cemy, was. I asked Doctor Cemy why he 
hadn*t made any preparations since he knew that so and so many wounded 
prisoners would arrive. Doctor Cemy didn’t move at all and the other 
physicians continued their talk and T got completely angry about that. 

I took a club and said "If you don’t get tip immediately and see that 
things will be arranged properly, I am .going to start beating with the 
club." Then the physicians got up and quickly organized everything. 

Doctor Cemy got up. He didn't say a word, but he looked at me only 
and tho way he looked at me told me he wanted to tell me *Tf I could 
I could killed you right away." 

Q How many orisoner physicians were in the hospital? 

A There were approximately twelve to fifteen physicians. I 
stayed there until the last can was bandaged and therefore I made a 
report to the Camp Ridest Wolf. He told me "I will straighten out 
things tomorrow,"

A Wolf had nothing to say in regard to medical matters, but 

Wolf was responsible for the oleanlineee and order and that everybody

A They w e re genersl discussions about the conditions of the 
other prisoners and whether there waan't a possibility to improve 
conditions or something like that.

Ihese men had been lasy during work and had to be punished. Wolf 
deetroyed these punishment reports and did not deliver then. That 
was one reason and there might have been other reasons too.

Q What kind' of injuries did you observe once — injuries 
which Wolf had received through beatings by Kenn? 

A One evening when I returned to c«im I saw Wolf In a 
bed condition. His hands and his face were beaten up. I asked Wolf 
then what had happened. Wolf told me that the SS lot Lieutenant had 
beaten him on the rook pile which was in camp near the gate. There 
were very sharp stones and one could get Injured very easily through

Q W«re the files and the records In such a shape that either 
the court or the reviewing authority could be in any way incriminated 
on account of them? 

A Nobody who has never seen such files before can imagiO 
whet they looked like* Not even the most conscientious or most 

thorough judge or criminal investigator could have found the slightest

A This file started with a report by the detail leader to the 
effect that certain prisoners hrd been shot on a certain day at a 
certain time while attempting to escape.

by telegram to Gossler to the legal officer in Puchcnwald. After that 
the legal officer proceeded to the place of the act by car. The 
bodies had not teen touched yet. A sketch or photograph respectively 
was mado of the Dl;ce of the act. The guards who had shot the 
' orieoner wore then questioned. The statements of the guards were 
about as follows, 'fhile doing -ork outside a prisoner suddenly- 
proceeded to the o-tside running rapidly. I challenged three times 
and he failed to stor so that I was forced to make use pf my weapon, 

I fired twice and hit him fatally. Then the dead body was dissected. 
The Doctor would decide that the shot was fired from the back of the 
person from a distance of at least thirty -raters. Next to that 
there would be a rating oy the conmanding officer of the troooe 
concerning the reliability of the guard And finally usually an 
extract concerning the previous convictions of the prisoner concerned. 
All tliis picture taker, as a wfyole could never give cause to any 
suspicion that r.urder had been conr'.ittod. That was actually in ths 
oases which I mentioned and loter through confessions of the accused 
I determined that the commanding officer Koch had, nrior to that time, 
issued an order to the Detail Leader Blank to have these prisoners 
shot and in order to make this feasible, these pr^ sonars had been sent 
from Buchenweld to Gossler, a place where they were not known. The 
legal officer had discussed the act to be perpetrated with all 
detail leaders und the 'chief of the guards in all detail,

a I estimate that there were at least 20 or 30 oases 
which came to trial from members of the headquarters of 
Hiohsnwald alone. 

q L)o you know how far the Investigation of Pohl which 
you mentioned a while back <rrew? 

A I had gathered quite a lot of evidence from all 
klnds*of concentration camps against Pohl, and up in oranienburg 
1 even used prisoners against Pohl himself, because he spent 
, quite a bit of'time up there in a villa. I presented these 
investigations to the main office of the S3 courts which 
previously had had evidence collected against Pohl. All these 
papers, which wsre rather exhaustive, were then presented to 
the Reloliafuehrer of the 3S by the main oi'fioe for 33 courts. 

As 1 was told later on, Pohl had already fallen into disgrace 
at that particular time, and the Peiohuiuehrer of the S3 
wanted to start proceedings against General Pohl, but the pro¬ 
ceedings were not actually carried out, in view of the German 
* 

collapse.

A The p»*l*..rers Fr^udman and hay belonged to a small 
out-detail in Quetrinburg. The chief of that detail was the 
previously mentioned taster Sergeant Blank. Tills Master 
Sergeant Blank, together with orisonera, started on Illegal 
hunts in that vicinity; and, furthermore, the orisonera had

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plundered Junt about every single one of the chicken farms 
In the vicinity and they had been cnga£ed In black market 
operations on top of that, hvery prisoner had a fiancee In 
town, and bi« Dartles, to which lutor on high-ranking army 
officers would bo Invited, were taking place In the prisoners * 
barracks. These ’ > riscners didn’t have any Ideas that these 
pen were prisoners. In fact, Blank had introduced these two 
prisoners of his as his aide men at the hunt to the archduke 
of ’eoklenburg. Tonally, the scandal had assumed such pro¬ 
portions that the whole detail was lnuctivated and sent baok 
to <uehenwald. The court in Aassel started proceedln a against 
blank. In that case the prisoners f*ay and L-reudman were to 
be called as witnesses, and when the request for the Interro¬ 
gation came into Huchenvrald, tho camp physician, hr. Hoven, 
replied that these prisoners were sick and therefore not fit 
to be transported; whereas, as* a matter of faot, the prisoners 
were entirely healthy.

k few weeka/the court sent In another request. 

Dr. lioven's answer was exactly tho same. Upon that the court 
Instructed the legal off!cor to conduct the interrogation, 
boon that Or. Hoven denied the legal officer access to the 
prisoners. The reason he gave for that step was that these 
prisoners were suffering from very contagious diseases and 
that there was therefore danger of infection for the legal 
officer and the whole camp, in fact, those two prisoners 

(Morgen - Direct) 
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were still completely healthy. Upon that the court ordered 

the physlolan himself to aak certain concrete questions of , 

those prisoners, and for t>xat purpose sent the files to 

Dr. Hoven. The answer that hr. Hoven fc*evs to that was that 

the condition of those prisoners hed deteriorated to such an 

extent that they oould be counted on to die within a matter 

\ 

of hours and that at this time they wore not in any shape to 
be Interrogated. In faot, at the time the prisoners dldn*t 
•von know anything about their poor state of health. 

Two days later Or. Horen informed them that those I 

two prisoners had, unfortunately, died In the meantime. So 
the court, of course, demanded of hr. Hoven a medioal certlfl* 
oate of death. Instead of a death certificate, what Or. Hoven 
sent down was a very thick si ok record. In that sick record 
there were dally fever curves for the prisoners, and the 
exact state of the Prisoners every tT»o hours for several weeks, 
as well as the very careful and scrupulous way of treatment 
was set down. The files grammatically demonstrated the picture 
of a phyaloian in battle with disease and death, resulting,

however, in death after occo.si.onnl Improvements and noma 
deteriorations. That flic cone to the attention of the judge 
In Kassel, 1‘ajor Doctor Paulmann, and he showed the file to me 
and the two of ua otme to the conclusion that, after all, a 
prisoner In Ruohenwsld would rot be treated as a vsry rich 
millionaire in an expensive sanatorium. fce therofore believed 
that, although there was nothing actually pointing towards 
it, that there was something wrong. I therefore conducted 
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a tery close Investigation ol’ these two oases, and I observed 
that these two prisoners had been brought into a series of 
experiments for typhus with deliberate intent of having these 
two prisoners die off inconspicuously in the oourse of this 
experiment. The motive was to eliminate those witnesses and 
not to have conditions on that detail become known, because 
the camp was afraid that unfavorable measures would otherwise 
be taken against all prisoners--that is to say, against all 
out-details; that is to say, more strict supervision in 
general over by-camps* 

4 »ae a criminal investigation of this hr. Hoven whom 
you just mentioned made later on? 

A Yes. 1 arrested hr. Hoven and charged him before a 
oourt with many murders• 

Q V.ho was it that selected the persona for tha aeries 
of experiments that were oonduoted in Hlock 46? 

A The process was aa follows t The only kind of an 
order that the camp commandant would receive waa to send a 
certain number of prisoners, whose names would not be stated, 
to ba made available to the doctor in oherge of the experiment 
It was therefor# up to Dr.-Ling, the doctor doing the experi¬ 
ment, to plok out the persona who were suitable for hla 
experiment# among the many thousands that were at his disposal 
There were only oertain very definitely delineated types of 
prisoners useful for that type of experiment—that is to say, 
in the first plaoe, -the prisoners had to be German, oeoause 
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the members ol* people* living in the east have been more or 
less immune against the effeots of typhus for many centuries, 
but the serum which was to be discovered was to be used as 
protection for German troops, also for concentration camp 
prisoners, therefor*. The circulatory system of the oeraons 
concerned had to be in oerfeot shape, and in particular they 
were not to be above a certain age limit. x t was from these 
points of view that the doctor had to celaot his prisoners, 

For that pumoee he used his prisoner clerk. Tie prisoner 
olerk of Or. Ding, a prisoner Or. Kogon, would get together 
with the prisoner clerks in the various prisoners* blooks, 
and those prisoners would first prepare a list of prisoners 
who were generally suitable for the experiments. In doing 
this the various prisoner officials kept in their eyes oertain 
interest# • 'Tiers -wero certain persona wnlch oertain groups 
of prisoners wanted to see eliminated, and again there were 
others who were not to be put to the use of those experiments 
under eny conditions. Uonoerning the selection of these 
prisoners, a bit of fight was rejvularly started among these 
prisoner officials, beoause those various groups had divergent 
interests. So after this first list had taken shape, the next 
thing to be determined was which prisoners were to be thrown 
out es unsuitable, ana from tho mass of persons that remainad 
on this list, it was up to the medical olerk, Dr. Kogon, to 
seleot the ones wliieh wore finally to be used in those 
experiments, the number of those being equal to the number of

r Was anything done In this respect? 

A Thereafter the Reiohsfuehrer SS made a speolal 
deoree in accordance with whloh only such Dorman criminals 
were allowed to be taken for these experiments who had spent 
already more than eight or ten years In German penitentiaries* 
dj this, political prisoners were exoluded from the experiments* 
The selection of the prisoners was done through a special 
representative of the Reioh Criminal Police Commissioner. 

'Ihls representative made a list of criminals in accordance 
with their previous punishments and their files, he went to 
Buohenwald and there he had these criminals presented to him 
and then made his selection.

am sure that any Qerman soldiers who has ever fought on the Eastern 
Front must know from his own observations about these horrors* 

I myself was able to observe soldiers who had been slaughtered most

In order to clear up the question of whether r.urders of prisoner* had 
been ooenltted la the arrest bunker i ordered the Chief Criminal deeretary 
Cohen to investiget* exclusively the oaso of tha arrest bunker* Criminal 
Secretary <l'ah*n was a very capable and industrious officer of the keiohs 
Crininal folia# office and vol 1 trained in this kind of investigation#. 
Although Cohen fer several weeks, dally, from aorning until night, beard 
all availabla witoesaaa In regard to tho arroat bunker, hia investigation 
was ebeolutoly negative, finally ha merely refused to continue this 
investigation whleh he considered to be unreasonable. He asked «e iron- 
ioally whether I uyaolf believed in the fairy tale that 11 legal aota and 
murders had been oornitted at the arrest bunker* Thereafter i teak up 
the investlgetion Myself end 1 had e great assistant in the Criminal 
-ieeretary Nett* The first treae of the crime* conaitted was found through 
aorta in differences wUth existed between the books of the busker ana the 
records of tho prisoners* hospital» for ins tense, in aeoordeaee with 
the reeords of the bunker a oertain prisoner— 1 st*a tax* an ana^>la- 
had been diseherred from the bunker on the 1 st ef hey 191*1 at twelve 
o' cloak noon, whereas the reeords ef the prisoners* hospital Indianbed 
that this sane prisoner bed dlod cm the let of lay 191*1 *t 9*19 in the 
noralng* Nell, something had to ba wrong there) either the prisoner had 
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been at the prisoners* hospital and hod dlad there, then it was impossible 
that he wee discharged from fcho bunker a few hours la tor. These differ¬ 
ences strengthened ay susnioion ihat orimeo hod boon ooemitted there 
which one was trying to oover up* Finally t succeeded is drawing ths 
Kalfektera of ths nrrsst bunkar on ay aids. These wars ths prisoners 
Millar and Dr* Honan Handslnnyar. Thsss prisoners had been looked up 
in ths nrrsst bunker for several years and during this period of tins 
they had had the opportunity to observe many irregularities* They were 
net witnesses of the orisss themselves but through the happenings lnsed- 
lately before and after a crine, ss intslli^at people they were able to 
draw very interesting eoneluslons. based on these results* 1 was able to 
indues the SS tester Sergeant Sooner, who wan in nhnrge ef ths bunker* 
end the phyaloian Dr* Ifoven to sake confessions* Baaed en these confes¬ 
sions* the aS Colonel Kook hlawelf wss then feroed to wake e confession.

The physieian 
Dr. Sloven gave out a falsifiod death report and teetified to a natural 
eaus* of death. At th* sen* time records of th* prisoners st th* prisoners' 
heepitel were wed* up with * falsified oas* history. Th* eorps* of the 
prisoner was cremated iam.edlately. Those oases of death were not reported 
to the S8 and Polio* court beoeuse th* physlolan had signed e natural 
oaus* for th* deeth. After this procedure was working smoothly for a 
oertain length of time and Kooh was osrtsln that it would work out, he 
simplified the methods. He didn't oall Sommer to his offloe say wore but 
he just oalled him over th* phone end gave him the prisoner's number over 
the phone and then he told him, "You know vfcat has to be dons with this 
prisoner.* Then eight to fourteen days later Sommer oalled S8 Colonel 
Xeeh over the phone and told him, "Sir, your ordor has bean tarried out." 
Hot all the prisoners who were transferred to th* arrest bunksr were 
death oaadldstes) on th* contrary, the percentage was s very small on* 
because to this biaoker wore sent not only prisonsrs for investigations 
end for disciplinary punishment but also 3S members.

The entrance to the 
bunker w«» slways looked, "we h»d to ring a bail first, then the guard 
on duty would appear, would oheok up t)«s visitor through a little hole 
in the doer, and only then, would he open the door, for this reason 
nobody ootid appear in the bunker as n surprise, in order to be absolutely 
certain, Seiner preferred to carry out his crime* during the 1st* hours 
of ths night or the early hour* of the corning, that Marts between fcielve 
o’olooh and two o'dock *t nlrht or three to four o'olook in the morning. 
During this tine ell other prisoners were asleep. He ohose this tie* also 
in order to be absolutely alone in the bunker.

A During the time that Sooner was in charge of the arrest 
bunker, it was only possible with Borgmeier to got medicines from the 
hospital and also additional blankets for the prisoners, which he

- because it was explicitly stated by regulations of Soraner that thing* 
like that would not be done. Another thing is that Bergmeier always 
distributed all the food which was due the prisoners while Sonmer waa 
not doing it. I can not recall ever having seen any remains of food 
in the food vessels whsn Borgmeier was distributing the food. He 
always saw to it that the prisoners got everything that was caning to 
then.

to use it far himself and in that respect he did considerable harm to

At night ha would rage in his sell, 
he would yell, he would knook and ha would ring the bell, and he put a 
strong tost to Borgaeier's patisnoe while Dergneier waa on duty. Accord¬ 
ing to tho cu#tawary rules there, the next thing would have been that 
Bargneler would have gono over and would have tried to eala hla down 
with a whip, tha whip vhioh was kept in the orderly rooa there. Itoeever,

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he did not do that j ho wont over to talk to hi* and tried to oal* hi* 
down with words. 1 hoard that booauao at tho time I waa two oolls 

away. Ho did not uoo any physioal force although that was tho thing to 
do at the tine. At one time all the Russians were assembled on the 
roll oall plaoe beoause they were going to be trained for the so-called 
"Ylassor Any”. All the headquarters staff was assoiabled there also, 
the Coaeandant, the Adjutant, and everybody else. Naturally, since wo 
were on the side of the roll oall square and the aide of the bunker in 
whieh we were was facing the roll oall square, we were standing on our 
stools and were looking out of the windows to see,what waa going on. 

Bergaoler suspected that wa were doing that, that wa were nosey enough 
to look out of these windows to look out of the windows to see what 
waa going on on the outside, so he ^tiptoed out to the oell doors and 
looked through the little peepholes into the oalls and saw ua all standing 
there, and that waa absolutely forbidden at the time, whioh was one of 
the rules. Outside of that, Bergraeier had to fear that if anyone were 
to tee us from the outs ids, that he would be punished, that he would 
receive disciplinary punishment for the laok of discipline in the bunker.

huchenwald to the 11th Active Regiment, but from there we were 
transferred to the guard detail of the Concentration Carip buchenwald. 

« bid you start then you duty with the guard detail at 
Carap tuchenwald? 

A Uy duties started ir tue Concentration Camp Buehenwald in 
December, 1939, first as Acting First sergeant of the 4th Company, 

For about two weeks I had the 4 th Company and then in January of 
1940 I was transferred to the guard detail as Adjutant, 

' <4 V<hat was your duty as Adjutant of the Guard Battalion? 

A Firet of all 1 had to take care of all clerical work which 

came up there, •"hen a company contender was absent I had to take 
over his company as his deputy. I had to take, furthermore, oharge 
of the 5 th Company which consisted of the Band and other special 
details. Furthermore, onoe a day and than once during the next day 
I had to chock tho guards on the toners and finally when the coonandar 
of the guard detail was absent, 1 had to take care of the ^ftard 
instructions.

A As company commander I had to control the guards, had also 
to give guard instructions, had to bring to the attention of the 
gunrds their duties and especially furthermore about their attitude 
toward the prisoners.

Q You later testified on direct examination, Merbaoh, 
that many of the people that you had on your transport were 
people who had come from Ohrdruf; is that oorreot? 

A Yea.

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Q Why should you suddenly assume that people coming 
In from a maroh from Ohrdruf would die on the way, tout that 
they somehow would regain health In the days In between, and 
when they were on your transport,the same people left over, 
nobody would die? 

A I didn't say that all these people who were there 
oame from Ohrdruf. There was another big transport, as I 
said, which was marching ahead of me, and the people might 
have been from that transport; and, furthermore, there were 
more transports oomlng In from other out-detalla and marohlng 
Into Buohenwald continuously. 

These bodies that you saw along the side of the 
road—how had these people died? 

A 1 couldn't see that. They were lying In the dltoh 
on the side of the road.

QU&mONS BY MR. KlftZlQl 

Q I will read the entire statement. Do you reeall 
making this statementt "During the second shipment whioh 
left Buohenwald on the same day on Miloh I commanded, I 
noticed ten prisoners on the left side of the road as we were 

marching to Weimar. I assumed these prisoners were from the 

\ 

first shipment. The aforementloned dead which I saw had 
apparently been killed by bullet wounds in the head"? 

A Well, if it says so in there I guess It will be 
right. 

Q Food for how many days was given Mien you left 
Weimar? 

A If I remember oorreotly, 40 hours. 

(Merbaoh - Cross) 
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(*erbaeh - Cross) 
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Q* • You want this court to believe, Merbaoh, that 
you felt, as you stood there in that railroad station, that 
that was sufficient food for the thousands of prisoners that 
you were taking on this Journey? 

A As I said before, this transport was supposed to go 
to Flossenhurg and It was to be at Its destination within 24 
hours, and for that reason I thought that the bread, the meat, 
the potatoes, and the butter was enough for those 84 hours, 

Q And you stated that, among other things, the 
prisoners got one kilo of potatoes; Is that oorreet? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you reeall making a statement, Merbaoh, on the 
24th day of February, 1947, In Daehau? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you reeall stating at that time "For the trans¬ 
port I reoelved the following food ration for each prisoners 
a handful of oooked potatoes, 600 grams of bread, 60 grams 
of sausage, and 26 grama of margarine. 1 did not get any 
water ration for this shipment. It is my oonvletion that 
this ration was not auffloient for the transport supposed to 
last 24 hours, and It would have been the duty of the oamp 
ooramandant and the administration leader to give me. more foodVf 

A Well, about this handful of potatoes—1 think I 
was supposed to show them how big It was, and I said, "tell, 
you oan hold it In one hand", that la to say, you ean hold 
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it with both hands—one kilogram.

<4 You atatad that when you had laft and you wera on 
your way for three-quarters of an hour you wara told by 
railroad authoritiaa that you wera not going to Flossenburg 
but rather you wara going to Dachau; la that eorreot?

A It waa only the 6th of April that I issued the 
food—that ia to say, the potatoes were issued on the 7th. At 
noon the prisoners ate those potatoes* Hut everything else—the 
bread, the margarine, and the meat product I issued on the 8th. 

'Xit you knew already on the 7th that the Journey 
was going to be longer than you had originally thought, be- 
oause Daohau is farther than Flossenburg. 

A On the 7th; No, I didn*t know yet. 

<4 Did you not testify on direct examination that three- 
quarters of an hour after you left on the 7th you were notified 
that you were going to Daohau Instead of Flossenburg? 

(Merbaoh - Cross) 
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a Well, on the transport to Wo*mar; on the way—that 
1 b to say, on the open niece of rails# 

Q Ann the train did not stop until the next night to 
give yon an onportxmlty to telephone; Is that oorrect? 

A No, I douldn’t telephone on the way. 

Q But, Kerbach, every tine this t^xln stopped you had 
time to get out of the train and find out where the nearest 
National Socialist organization was where you could get little 
buokets and get water for all the prisoners, but you did not 
have time to telephone; Is that right? 

A The transport train would Btop In the railroad 
station In every oase. Cnly this one fact, that the train waa 
to be routed to Daohau rather than to Klossenburg—that I found 
out at a little station house where no station was located, 
v* And no telephone? 

A No. Well—telephone—the kind of telephone the 
railroads have. 

When you left the -elmar station how much sr>ace was 
there in each oar for the prisoners In that car? 

a The prisoners were soaoed aroxind the oar, half of 
them on the left and half of them on the right aide of the 
car, and at the rear door and at the front door there would 
be a guard eaoh. 

Q Could the prisoners stand up and get some air If 
they wished?

It happened that officers were beaten 
with a piece of oable or otherwise into the face, and at first 
my interrogating officer informed me that 1 was to write 
everything down. After 1 had done this — well, at first he 
merely wanted to know about Buohenwald. After i had been told 
this, this suite Interrogating officer told me, ”^ou must have 
seen all this also.” And, as 1 say, the interrogation there 
with me was not correct as it was here in Daohau, for over 
there officers were not only beaten but were also threatened 
with a pistol, and after saying everything about 3uchenwald, 
little who left for the transport, which, after all, was the

During my entire 
life as a young man, as well as a husband and father of my children, 

I always walked through life in a manner of which I do not have to 
be ashamed. After a bad youth I elwaystried for the good and tte 
best and I always fought for that and hated the bad things in men 
from the denth of my heart. 

In 1917 when I was only 7 years old, my mother got very 
sick with rheumatism. At that time she was only 34 years old. At 
that time pnd later on T started to realise the deeper meaning of 
the various religions. The Jewish physician Palkenstein, who is today 
an American oltisen treated my mother at that time until 1933 and 1934 
although he couldn’t bring her hack to health. I saw his daily 
efforts and his great interest in her. I was very much grateful to 
him, although I knew he was Jewish. Also in Siebleben near flotha 
a village of six thousand inhabitants where I was educated and where 
I lived, until today even among the racially persecuted people and 
the men mho were not Party members, I have only friends. Even during 
ay maneuvers with the .Vehrmacht in 1936 and 1937 I didn’t make any 
difference between the Aryans and the half-Jewish soldiers. 

I would like to point out especially the testimony of director 
Frales of the Oothn life Insurance Bank. This witness who himself ie 


(I'erbach - redirect) 
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married to a Jewish woman has clearly shown that I didn't even atop 
before a man wearing the Party Honorable Emblem when 1 had to protect 
the honor of a man. 

To the statement of the ’’roseefctor that T loft my church 
I would like tc mention that 1 always believed ir. God, also as an 
SS man. ’ty strict education and my character made it imnoaeible for 
me to make the noil tics my religion and the religion my political 
conviction# I hated to participate in a fight of the Government against 
the Church or vice-versa. For me existed only one thing, the love of 
my country and my people# Tr. this belief and after very 3triot and 
correct education, it was always irr.oossihlc for me to participate in 
cruelties against unarmed oeonle, to mistreat them or even to kill 
them. 

lifter all the American interrogating officers had told me 
again and agair that none of the Prisoners had said anything 
incriminating about me and that only the transport had tc be cleared 
un, X am horrified about the accusations which ere rad* here in 
court against me. For instance, the statement of the witness 
Spektor can never be based on the truth, since as adjutant of the 
Guard Battalion in 1940 I had absolutely nothing to do with 
prisoners, since T was never assigned to any prisoner *ork detail# 

For this reason the testimony of ”r. Spektor can not become 
correct. 

My assignment as Second lamp. Commander in February of 
19A5 came about only by accident. At that tire this was my only 
activity inside the concentration camp of Buchenwald or, as a matter 
of fact, inside of any concentration carp. Turing this short period 
of time I never beat a prisoner. The prisoners had full confidence 
in me and none of the prisoners ever comrlair.ed that I acted 
incorrectly. 


(t/erbach - redirect) 
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About the transport I have told you under direct exam¬ 
ination and under cross examination everything I knew, knowing 
that 1 wps under oath* I can assure this high court and also 
the oroBecution that through this period of time I went with greats 
mental suffering. During the two years of my imprisonment everyday 
I search for my guilt and I weigh the good and the bad. Of course, 
through the terrible conditions caused through the approaching end 
of the war, through the collapse of the people, air raid attacks 
and disturbances and destruction, I did everything, that means 
everything I could do, during this tine when everybody was thinking 
only about himself, when nobody had any reeoect anymore for the 
officers. In suite of that I pot food, helned wherever I could 
and had deepest feelings for these poor people. If y6u members 
of the high court see ray crime in this transport, T have confidence 
in you that you will not nut me on the sane level with a criminal 
who had bad intentions but will Judge me as a mar. who always tried 
the best. I had to obey a crasy order. It was ray intention to

help these men and to orova as a decent nan until the end. 

Uy great faith should have been a helper in this. When r,y faith 
was stronger then T ask you ones more to believe me that I never 
deliberately looked for the bad, but that until the end I always 
tried the best. In full confidence in your Juatiee and in my 
belief that I had not committed n crime, I am waiting for your 
judgment.

I tried to work out eight hours shifts for the prisoners and I succeeded 
in that. On Sunday, the elrtit of April, tho detail leader 0antain 
Scharf told me "Sergeant Mark*: get your Sf> men ready and also give the 
order to the canp that everybody should get ready for evacuation on 
IfonMay." Ho told ne that tho necessary food, rations, etc would be 
brought by two large trucks which he had already ordered south to 
Sten'nhl on Monday and we would follow there on foot afterwards. 

I told Certain Scharf I dldn’t think this was a good idea because we

wouldn’t gat far. Captain Scharf told me in reply "If T give you an 
order you have to obey It." I told Certain Soharf "You know that I was 
on the way from Huchemrald to Yeperlingen from the first of Aoril until 
the fifth of April. It would he a great nonsense to march with pHsonars 
or foot to ’’tendahl." Captain Scharf was vary angry at me and he intended 
to report me to Puehenwald for disciplinary punishment for disobedience 
of orders. I told Captain Scharf "Xho thinks today that Germany would 
win the wer is crasy, I won't go on any longer.", but Captain Scharf 
Inals ted on it end he got the trucks out the next morning, Monday 
morning* then he saw that also the guards dldn't want to gat along 
anymore afterwards he said "tfe wait now for another tw^ days". In the 
meantime the Americans were pretty olose to Praunsweig. He then told 
me later on he had thought It over once more and we would stay there* 

The prisoners and the guards were greatly happy that it hsd come this 
way.

Why the two fanpa were eo close to the fedtory, C«mn Commander 
Pieter has explained here in court already in detail.

According to their talks to 
which T was abV- to listen, T heard that, they had left me two days 
in order to get away, but T didn*t do it because my conscience was 
clear.

Right fro~ the beginning 1 never iiave 
had any doubts on the faimeas and Justice of this high court and I 
expect therefore fair Judgment.

In the evening. Page 2* "In what manner were these prisoners 
transported?" "Per rail," I want to state In this connection 
that all the cars, even those in which the guards rode,were open 
oars, "Were the prisoners unloaded?" 

<4 That’s on page 2? 

A Last question on page 2, "No, the train wau separated. 
The six to eight cars which stopped six to eight stations before 
£eist*-I want to state here that the prisoners left these cars 
and the prisoners who stayed with the six to eight owrs oould 
leave them also, and they went and sat down at the side of the 
railroad. The reason that the train was separated wan that the 
main track where the transport should have come was bombed and 
wasn’t usable, and the train had to make a detour) and because 
of an uphill grade the locomotive wasn't able to pull the entire 
load uphill. These six or eight cars we»e to be fetched later on 
by the same looomotlve from Zeist, but this couldn't ttke place 
anymore, because when the first section arrived at the freight 
yards in Zelat it was bombed very heavy by low flying airplanes, 
and the locomotive and the tracks were very much destroyed so 
that a continuation of this transport could not be carried out, 

Q Please give the Court an Idea as to the severity of 
the attack and its casualties, 

A On the 10th of April, 1945, during tlie noon hour, this 
transport arrived in Zelst, When it arrived there, there had 
already been an air raid alarm. An American low flying aircraft 
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cam6 armed with bombs and there beat up the railroad station in 
Zelst and this transport. Next to this transport, about two 
tracks further on, there were about six or eight railroad cars 
loaded with poisonous gas. Naturally these were hit also, but 
nobody knew that there was poisonous gas contained in there, 
and there was also a transport of the German Supreme Army 
Command. This consisted of a lot of officers, and this was also 
severely bombed, but this transport of officers was standing a 
little further back, about three or four hundred meters further 
back. Our transport as well os everything else and the railroad 
station was bombed, and was shot at by arms in the aircraft, and 
several of the cars were hit squarely, and one could say that 
almost all the cars were pretty well or very badly damaged. We 
ourselves, the SS, lost 81 dead. 

<4 Our of how many? 

A W«ll, there were about 102 or 105 enlisted men and one 
offioer, and two master sergeants and several sergeants. I don’t 
remember their names because I never saw them before, and I didn't 
know them. I only knew the transport leader, and tha t was First 
Lt* Scheffe. 

what were the casualties of both dead and wounded 
’ among the prisoners? 

A After conversing with First Lt. of the SS Scheffe, 
after this incident, he Informed me that at least 550 prisoners 
were dead, and that between 100 to 150 were weverely wounded, 
and there were several wounded among the SS also, and when we 
went on these also died. The misfortune was aggravated by tills 
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gas. This gas moved along in the direction of our transport 
and nobody noticod it. IJobody noticed right away that there was 
gas there. They don't find that out until later--that is, Ja ter 
rhen there were symptoms of gas poisoning. At first nobody knew 
ufcort it. I asked SS i'irst Lt. Scheffo how it was possible 
tliat this transport was attacked at all, considering that it was 
all open care. He said to me, word for word, "The prisoners 
waved with their clothes ano their equipment." The train stopped 
ana the order was given right away to disperse to tiie left and 
to tho rinht into the fields, naturally, tho way the prisoners 
alwayB behaved, instead of following this order unci actually 
running away, they first tried tc storm tho railroad curs that 
were standing thore. llaturally, this increased the number of 
don d .

A because they ran right into the fire. These trains 

were burning and they must have contained food or other civilian 
equipment, and naturally the prisoners had to-have this first.

1 would like to state that 
this is the first time that I don’t rememuer ti»e nlaoe whore the

were again fed in Chomnits. But beosuse of these conditions and 
the air raid and the damages, this train did not arrive in 
Flossenburg after 18 or 28 hours, as eras originally scheduled. 

That’s what I heard here. The railroads were destroyed to auoh a. 
point that one might almost say the trains went around in oiroles 
beoause from Zeits we started in the dlreotion of Lelpsig and free 
there we went to Chemnits. In Chomnits 1 myself was separated from 
the trareoort.

When I arrived in Tachau I didn’t see any prisoner but upon inquiring 
at the railroad 1 found that the train had not got to Flosaenburg but 
had gone to Tachau. That is the reason I went to Tachau but the station 
master told me that the prisoners had been unloaded there, even though 
1 didn't see any of them. On the 11th is the date that I was separated 
from this transport but on the 15 th, at about 7*15 to 7*20 AI arrived 
In Tachau. 

(Reading) "Questioni The prisoners were marching when you 
reaohed them? 

"Answeri No, they were camping there and they 
were .just getting ready to maroh off again." 

TThen I arrived in Schoenwald the greater part of the prisoners, with 

the exception of 100 to 150 of them had already taken off. When I 

arrived there I reported to First Lieutenant Sheffee. The priaonera 

were again fed at Schoenwald. 1 personally distributed bread, margarine 

and oheese to the prisoners snd these five men received one loaf of bread, 

one^ht'lf oup of margarine and six portions of cheese, that is, brioks of 

cheese, and each time a man who was standing in front received these 

rations to distribute them to the one standing behind him. But the 

prisoners wsre so unwise that they ran around in the neighborhood like

Ae left Eucheuwsld in the evening on the 3th of April, 1945, 
Ob the 15th of April, in the morning, about 9DO o’clock I again came 
upon the transport so that the result is not three days but soveu days,, 
The distance between Schoemfeld and Tachau is about 20 to 25 kilo¬ 
meters, Because most of the people had already left for Flossenburg 
when X arrived in Tachau, 1 assumed that they would be able to make 
that distance the same day. Lieutenant Scheffe didn* t tell me anything 
about the transport having arrived a day later. He came to soe me 
almost every day in Sohoenwald, I would like to 3ay, and he always 
gave me the order again and again to come to Flossenburg, but 1 kept 
saying to him, "Lieutenant we can’t leave all tills rubbish that is 
lying around on the street. '<Tq can* t leave all that here. How 
does that look? We have to get finished cleaning that up,", although 
it was nearly almost finished, but ho always kept saying to me, "I 
need you urgently because tester 3crgeant Goetz foil and I have no 
company loader.", but because of the things that 1 had seen during 
this transport I didn't want to have any more such experiences and 
eo ho didn't get anywhere. X kept repeating, "I have to finish up 
here first," but the real reason whs that I didn* t want to go any 
further and so I stayed in Schoenwald with tho 6 prisoners until 
about the 29th or tho 21st of April, but these prisoners receivod 
their food there and 1 would like to emphasize that these prisoners 
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received more in the way of liquor and cigarettes and food from the 

* 

civilian population than I did. But, I didn’t mind that, quite on the 
contrary. About the 18th or 19th of April I went to Floesenburg from 
the police in order to get a marching order. I used a motorcycle on 
the trip. I gave the prisoners the choice of staying with me or 
eeoaping. These prisoners told me, "Sergeant we are going to stay 
with you. In case we raeot up with an Army patrol or other kind of 
patrol and have no papers, then you know what would happen. We will 
go into imprisonment together with you." I, as Sergeant, wasn' t in 
a position where I eould have given them any papers, even if I had 
signed ny name to it, it wouldn' t have made any difference. It wouldn? t 
have made the paper* valid. Anyone who is familiar with the conditions 
prevailing towards the end would know what would hapeen to someone 
who wan caught by a civilian patrol or an Army patrol in case he had 
no papers or rmrehin- orders. 

I arrived in Floesenburg and there was quite a lot of excite¬ 
ment and there I want to a Second Lieutenant, I don’t renember his 
name. I asked this Second Lieutenant for marching orders to proceed 
to Dachau. Be eaid to me, "I oan’t give you any travel orders. You 
had better connect with a transport." 1 thought "Well you must be 
' erasy — you can have your transport and keep it." I said to this 
lieutenant, "It is impossible for me to accompany a transport. I 
have six prisoners in 8ohoenwald. I can’t leave them behind. Something 
might happen to them and furthermore there are no members of my company 
here and there is nobody I know and I am not interested and I wouldn't 
go on a transport.'’ Well then he said, "I can't give you any travel 
orders then, you will Just have to stay here and go with ua in the 
end.* and he didn't give me anything. After about an hour it was 

(Koehler - direct) 
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euddenly stated that an Aaerlcan armor had arrived within 20 kilometers 
of Floesenburg. The ensuing excitement Is what I mede use of and I 
went back to the S«oond Lieutenant* Thore wasn*t anyone else there 
and I asked him again for travel orders for Dachau. Then he said 
to me, "Do what you want." Then I went into the orderly room and 
typed up travel orders and I had this some Second Lieutenant sign 
them and I took off for Schoenwald and there I stayed like I said 
before until about the 20th or 21st and again T gave the prisoners 
the ohoioa of staying with me or going, but they stayed with me 
and one can Bay that the way the front line moved forward, I moved 
back and the fact that I was able to do this was because I nover 
need any main roads with the prisoners but only once I was taken 
on the main road with the prisbners and they wanted to put me in 
jail together with the prisoners. Because I was able to prove that 
I was enroute to Dachau with these prisoners, they set me free 
again. I only visited the remote peasant villages and there I 
stayed usually two or three days. The prisoners were billetted 
one with thia poasant and another one with that peasant and so 
on. They knew where * was living so that in case anyone stopped 
than or asked questions, they could always refer them to me. The 
civilians themselves, including the local peasant loader, wanted 
everyone to think that they never did anything during those things. 
After I stayed there two or three days the3o neoplo would oome to ne 
and say, "For heavens aako, sen that you got out with your prisoners. 

If the Americana arrive here ju.t imagine what might happen to us." 
and ao, what else could I do but pack up my few things and we took 
off again so that tlie local poasant leader wouldn* t report this to 
hie superiors and I ehouldn’t bo arrested together with the prisoners. 
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I was always able to get good living quarters for the prisoners because 
in 1945 I always repaired tho radios of the peasants and that is why 
I was able to get good billets for ny prisoners and good food during 
our stay and I was also able to get. plenty of provieions for them to 
take along for the next da}' or two when we might be on the way. They 
had nretty heavy loads to carry and no that ia how I always moved 
tram place to place with these prisoners. On the second of May, 1945, 
one can say that 1 was quite surrounded. On the first of May, 1945, 

In Bayriaoh-Eisenstein I received *n order ftp* e non who was 
decorated with the Ritter Kreuz that. T should give up my prisoners 
and report for front line active duty. X didn* t want to do this 
and I showed him my travel orders and I told him I wae on ay way to 
Dachau. 

PROSECUTION* May it please the court, some of this was 
all right but I think it is going too far afield. Unless counsel can 
connect it up with the charges in this case I object to it as being 
immaterial and irrelevant. 

• CAPTATTJ ®OTft Tf it. please the court, the witness Is charged 
with having misconducted hinujelf noon the transport. We have shown 
the origin of this transport and I believe we are entitled to show how 
that transport ended and hour he completed his duties on that transport* 

PROSECUTIONt May it please the court, I believe he has 
completed the transport at Flopaonburg and we are now working on the 
second or third day of May. I don’t know whether we are going to go 
up to the 27th day of May ajjain and I still think that it is immaterial 
and irrelevant. 

CAPTAIN GROTIIt If it please the court, there are members of 
this transport and prisoners of this transport who have net yet been 
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delivered by the man whose responsibility it was to deliver them 
properly and we are, at the conclusion of it and I can*t understand 
the attitude of counsel in not permitting us to finish. 

PRESIDENT* Can this be concluded in throe or four sentences? 
If so, the court desires to hear it, 

THE WITNESS* On the second of Kay, 1945» I went into 

captivity with these prisoners in Bayrisch-ElRenstein. There we 

were separated and we met again in Cham in the Oberphals Prison 

Camp there and there I was fed by the prisoners because we were 

given nothing to eat for six days and 1 told them to get out of this 

camp, after all they were prisoners, had been prisoners, and that 

they really had no business here. I told them to see to it that they 
0 

got ft*ee, but they got away with the Ukranian transport later. I 
don* t know where. 

QUESTIONS RT CAPTAIN OROTH* 

Q Is that the end of your connection rd.th the prisoners 
participating in that Plos3enburg transport?

A AST is Abwehrleitstelle, an army organisation related perhaps 
to the C1C whioh is also counter Intelligence corps, which means about 
the same thing translated as Abwehrleitstelle. 

I was never told exactly what the charges wore. I was kept

send the trucks*-! don't remember what happened to timt—all the 
trucks In ikieheuvald generally met the prisoners—vere some plaoe 
off to help—X don't know vhether it vas a raid or soaiethlng—but 
anyvay, there vere none# So I asked tha officer at that time,

It was really practically on the assembly line, W© 

were treated not badly there, and about ten o'clock we were ready, 

I mean that all my hair, mustache and everything else was taken 

off, all belongings were taken away, but I happened to give my 

money, the money which I had with me, to a barber, a Polish barber 

before I want to deliver it, as he told me that it will be 

confiscated} so 1 thought it just as well to take a chance and 

give him a considerable amount of money, which I will state 1 

reoelved untouched from him four days later* And then we were marched

to the lagerschuts* We were marohed to the quarantine station at 
that time in the small lager, blook 59, 68 and 63, There I stayed 
14 days. My dressing was not sebra dressing, but some civilian 
olothes, and that is not the fault of anybody in charge, but the 
fault of too muoh assembly line, for lnstanoe, I reoelved trousers 
which were meant for some giant, because I am five ten and a 
half and I don't think I am a tall man, but another man oould 
still go inside and about 30 oentimeters over. It was very good 
trousers, but you can't imagine, while the shirt was meant for 
a child of ten years} besides, I got those wooden shoes, both

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left ones, in which it was Impossible to inarch.

in the quarantine oump? 

A Nothing, with tno exception hi int they asked us, the 

older men, to chop stones, snail, minced atone—they woi’en't doing 
that—while tho younger ones had to carry stories from the stone 
quarry for the pavement of tho snail lap^or, which. at that time, 
when it was raining--for instance, v/hon I went to the V/. C* 
in those wooden 3 hoes 1 stuck in and couldn't .get out anymore. 

I had to be pullec out by a younger man. Fourteen days later 
I was transferred to the block 45 in the grosser lager* The 
next morning 3! was so swelled on my both feet, but olein’t pay 
much attontion to it, and I told, already tho block eldest that 
I cun’t walk very much; so I was iialf carried and brought to tho 
roll call at nix o’clock in tho morning. There 1 v/us given a 
little slip tolling me that I am assigned to work in Bau Kommando 
I, construction work. I limped about in tho pouring ruin to 
come hole outside, and there tho non-comni3cioned German asked 
whether anybody among us can speak German; so 1 arid,among others, 
”1 con.” So I had to stop out and ho asked me, ’’Why are you 
limping?” So I showed him my logs, both of t'nem, and I felt that 
I am getting feverish. He 3cid, "For God’s sake, you can’t w ark 
in that condition," and he sent mo together with others to tlie 
big hospital. There I vac examined by—the capo lie was not—by 
the manager of mi ambulance, manager of the external dispensary, 
and when the aocused Y/ilholm came, I was prosen tod to him, and 
lie sent mo immediately to bed* 

Q Ilow long did you work on tho work cornuando before 

you came to tho hospital? 

A I did not work at all, becauso immediately I was 
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sent to fcbo hospital*

A Tn the hospital I rug laid In a public room, tut not 

in the surgical department but in on Internal dopart.ncnt, because 
there was no placo in the surgical. T developed wonderful 
phlegMonc due to the infection from these wounds. The prisoner 
doctor Itatounok , nt the present tine Minister of Chechoslovakia, 
made a visit. To found out that, we have many mutual friends in 
Prague, and tlist I an the one who helped particularly 1 is friend, 
lCronlint to oncopo froin Prague to London. He told ne that, n X 
must see that I rill find none occupation In the hospitul, which 
will bo very difficult, because the medics * organisation is doud 
against any more doc.torn working ir the hospital,"

there any prisoner doctors employed there? 

A In 1945, you mean?

A The chief surgeon. nan Dr. Horn, a Czech. The chief 

intt raeo physician was Dr. Mntoneek, besides that, rare tv.o doctors, 
one ear and nose end another eye specialist. Otherwise, no 
doctors v/oro employed. Dor Inotnr.co, in the small camp was no 
doctor at all.

I wish to cay that all blocks with the exception of 54 ware of the 
same type, also the 53# Cut, Block 54 was a solid, normal barraeks 
with ■nail rooms and well and 3 olidly built. It was a wooden 
barraeks but still in ::ood condition. The other ones were so long eS 
about those barracks which are here in Dachau, with entrances on 
both sides, no windows, only holee above, quite high (indicating) 
and which could not be opened at night, neither the door, because 
the blackout did not allow it. They were horse stables. I must say 
now when I am sitting here that T am surprised that the real culprits 
for so many deaths. Tuberculosis and so on, are not in this room 
as accused. They came here as witnesses and don't know anything about 
it* Those are the construction department who probably because 
they hnd those barracks and could dispose of th<w cheaply and didn't 
want to bother, placed them as living quarters for men. They 
wore absolutely not*fit for human beings, practically not fit for 
animals. I don't wish to say that Pister is not also responsible 
because "istor, if ho had less an officer and more a man with a little 
civilian courage, should not have accepted those barracks for that 
purpose but I think it is too much to expect of the professional 
Qerman officer that ho would dream to disobey orders*

Q At the time that you started to work there, what was your 

power in conneotlon with the admission of patients from the quarantine 
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blocks Into ths hospital In the small camp? 

A lbs right to repor t that 1 had so and so many patients, 
siok patients, so many patients 111 , so many patients diseased who 
needed hospitalisation, but I did not send them, only told than 
that I had so many and so many, then Obenauer said "Walt a moment, 

Z dll see how many bads I have free" and then he said "I have U 
beds free, sell I oan* t take mors than 11 , see what you can do to 
send me tbs worst eases do need it and ths rest must stay there, 
perhaps tomorrow or the day after I will be able to take thou" 
Afterwards when I was longer there he told me in the morning, *1 have 
today 20 fires beds because I am sanding them to the big hospital 
so contain yourself to that number because If you sand in mors 
dcrw will I put them — I oan* t put two in one bed.* I tried to 
do so bat sosie times I had not 20 but 22 do absolutely needed 
it* Then I told Mm and he said "Hcrw can you send me 22 " and 
I said "I am not making then ill, what can I do with them, I have 
no place in the small eanp to hospitalise them." 1 wish to say 
that Obenaosr tried his best, he never refused for soma whim or 
something like that, but it is Impossible to do it.

hospital* ^hen the responsible Medics bogan to run around tho wards 
and desperately try to find out where perhaps patients could bo 
discharged as half cured in order to bring the other oneB in.
